Economic Message to 
Congress Optimistic

Washington. Jan. 6 — i.AP) — 


President Truman declared today 
the United States can offer sis 
people 61 million jobs this year. 
64 million in five years and, in the 
end. 
"t!ie complete elimination of 


poverty.™ 


In a sober yet optimistic annual 


economic message, Mr. Truman 
told congress the nation's economy 
has emerged strong and stable, and 
with reborn confidence, from its 
postwar crisis. 


The way lies open, he said, for 


a rise in national income equal to 
nearly 51,000 a year for every 
family by 1951. His startling state- 
ment seemed to mean an average 
American family income above 
55.000 four years hence. 


Mr. Truman called on business. 


labor and farmers — as well as the 
government — to rise to the "mag- 
nificent 
challenge" ahead: 
A 


steady growth of income, empoy- 
ment and production to hitherto 
unknown levels. 


The president added two points 


to his legislative want-list: Stand- 
by powers to, control credit, and 
more liberal loan terms for littie 
business. He again asked a "mod- 
erate" tax increase. 


But he proclaimed this turning- 


point in national policy: 


Prices — With some 
"outstand- 


ing" 
exceptions — are 
generally 


close to the level where they 
should stay. "The basic economic 
problem facing the country now 
is not inflation," 


As for wages, the administra- 


tion hopes to keep hands off. 
"These adjustments," Mr. Truman 
said, "are now in the hands of 
management and .labor. That ia 
where they should remain." 


.Morale Builder? 


The president seemed to have 


penned a potent morale-builder 
for business. He gave credit to 
industry, labor and agriculture for 
the 
"judgment and restraint" 


which, he said, helped puH the 
country through the 19-19 recession. 


The lofty goals ahead, he pre- 


dicted. can be achieved if the 
same groups pull together and if 
gox'emment hews to wise policies 
— namely, the policies he blue- 
printed in today's message and 
Wednesday's State of the Union 
address. 


The proposed tax increase will 


not be severe, he promised. But 
he kept his secret on the kind of 
tax changes wanted, using the 
same words as before: Changes 
which will "reduce present inequi- 
ties, stimulate business activity. 
and yield a moderate amount of 
additional revenue." 


The budget will be balanced, he

Committee of Thirty-Four, com- 
pleted draft of the proposals yes- 
terday. The committee, with rep- 
resentatives from each 
of 
the 


eight groups, voted unanimously to 
submit the proposals to their 4,- 
000.000 members. 


The vote xvill be taken on these 


three questions: 


Complete Union 


1—If each body is willing at 


this time to approve In principle 
complete organic union with other 
participating bodies in the nation- 
al Lutheran council. 


2—If each body will join in crea- 


ting a joint ways and means com- 
mittee to formulate-a plan and to 
draw up a constitution for such 
a union. 


3—If each body approves in 


principle the transformation 
of 


the National Lutheran 
council 


from a common agency to a fed- 
eration. 


The Rev. Dr. P. O. Bersell of 


Minneapolis, president of Augus- 
tana Lutheran church and chair- 
man of the committee, said the 
federation plan will be considered 
only If the merger proposal fails 
of support from all eight groups. 


Take 'Several rears' 


He added, however, that a mer- 


ger could not be completed for se- 
veral years and that if it is ap- 
proved the federation could func- 
tion during the interim.

4,750 patients at Dixon State hos- 
pital. According to Public Health 
standards 
regarding 
the 
floor 


space which should be available 
for each patient, our population 
should not be more than 3.500. 


"We never hope to reach this 


ideal condition. But we are try- 
ing constantly to decrease the pop- 
ulation by placing patients in fos- 
ter homes and on wage place- 
ments. 


"At the present time, there are 


12 patients from this institution, 
placed in foster homes and 93 
patients on wage placement, ail 
under the supenvsion of our social 
service department. Twelve pa- 
tients who have demonstrated they 
are self-supporting and have made 
good adjustments on the outside 
were given complete discharges in 
1949. 


Borderline Cases 


"Many patients in the border- 


line 
and high-grade 
defective 


groups could make adequate ad- 
justments and become self-sup- 
porting if there xvas someone on 
the outside who could give them 
understanding and guidance dur- 
ing the initial period of their ad- 
justment. We are constantly seek- 
ing homes for patients 
of this 


class." 


Director Hoehler said that the 


boarding out of patients results in 
little saving for the state, but 
helps recovery-
